OHIO OEATH RATE INCREASES 


Stat• Division of Vital Statistics In 
Its Annual 
Review 
Reports 
That 
Six Diseases were Responsible for 
54 Per Cent of All the Deaths Last 
Y ear 
in 
the 
Buckeye .State— In­ 
crease Shown in the Birth Rate. 


Columbus, Sept. 22.—The state divi- 
alon of vital statistics in its annual 
review shows that homicides, includ­ 
ing murders and manslaugnter cases, 
increased from 441 in 1922 to 477 ip 
1923. 
Automobiles are shown to have con­ 
tinued to harvest an increasing toll 
of death. 
There were 1,115 lives lost 
as a direct result of the auto, an in­ 
crease of almost live per 1UU.0UU pop­ 
ulation over 1922, wuen there were 
S33 iataiities. 
The Ohio death rate climbed from 
11.3 pc. Uioucuna population in 1922 
to 12.3 in l i 2 o, wiin a total of 75,ut>6, 
aa compared with tiddly the year pre­ 
vious.

Recent Survey by the State Dairy and 
Foods Division Reveals Fraudulent 
Practices in Leather M arketing to 
a 
Considerable Extent Throughout 
Ohio— Legal M eans to Be Em ployed 
to Stop Practice.

Williams, chief of 
the 
division 
of 
dairy aud foods of the state depart­ 
ment of agriculture, issued a state­ 
ment expressing fear that fraudulent 
practices in the marketing of leather 
may be indulged in by a number of 
distributors in Ohio. 
McW ii Hams indicated that a more 
intense and general investigation will 
be conducted by tue department in 
order to keep the practice from af­ 
fecting the price of footwear. 
He 
said; 
“A recent survey by this division 
indicates fraudulent practices in the 
marketing of leather to a consider­ 
able extent throughout Ohio. 
Inter­ 
views with large manufacturers of 
leather goods by oui deputy sealers 
reveal shortages iii weights aud meas­ 
urements of the tanned or finished 
hides that would aggregate thousands 
of dollars annually, as based on ship­ 
ments checked by inspectors/* 
Although 
commercial 
distribution 
of this commodity comes within the 
scope of the dairy and food division, 
heretofore there have been only a 
few desultory investigations of the 
alleged 
irregularities, 
according 
to 
Mc VV i bimas- 
A few. random investi­ 
gations of shipments 
aroused 
first 
suspicions, which were verified by a 
more intense 
investigation, he 
de­ 
clared. 
Lower and sole leather, which is 
sold by weight only, showed little var­ 
iation from the amounts declared in 
the invoices, said McWilliams, who 
asserted that the “upper leather’’ var­ 
ied in deficiency. 
He estimated that 
purchasers were losing an average of 
one dollar on each hide of the latter 
sort in many instances, 
McW illiams 
promised 
to 
employ 
some legal means to stop the alleged 
practice. 
“Fraudulent 
practices 
of 
this magnitude, it permitted to con­ 
tinue, would materially a ’.lect the re­ 
tail price to consumers of footwear, 
one of the necessities of life, and this 
department sit all employ every legal 
means to obviate1 future careless and 
mercenary practices of this charac­ 
ter,” he said. 
The Ohio code imposes a penalty 
of $5oo in each instance where short 
weight or measure is given.

ing some ore dug from their mine. 
The lamp went out, and in the dark­ 
ness some of the dust from the speci­ 
mens dropped on the hot stove.

'T H IE tonsils are little glands, nor- 
■** mally about the size of small hick­ 
ory nuts. 
They lie in the mucous 
membrane in the back of the mouth, 
just above the bus© of the tongue. 
They have little canals, called crypts, 
which secrete mucus to moisten the 
lining membrane of the mouth. 
When the tonsils are healthy, we 
never know they are there. 
But if 
they become inflamed 
and 
swollen, 
they pfoduce a severe and painful con­ 
dition called tonsilitis. 
This is one of the causes of what Is 
popularly called “sore throat,*’ 
The 
child may have a chill, followed by 
fever, a sore throat, pain and difficul­ 
ty in swallowing.

San Francisco Plans 
A ddition to W ater Front 
San Francisco,—The water front of 
San Francisco will be extended 20 
miles beyond its present limits for 
the development of a great industrial 
section, if the United States govern­ 
ment approves plans for dredging a 
deep-water 
ship 
canal 
south 
from 
Hunter's point, In San Francisco, to j 
Ravenswood in San 
Mateo 
county. 
The project Is being pushed not only 
by San Francisco, but by every city 
and district for 50 miles down Ute 
peninsula to San Jose. 
Besides dredging a channel,'it is 
planned to reclaim 20,000 acres of 
tidelands for industrial 
sites. 
The 
land would be reclaimed through use 
of the dredged earth. 
Government aid 
has 
been 
asked 
only for the channel. Th* reclamation 
and wharfage improvements are to be 
undertaken 
by private interests, to­ 
gether with the state and tile counties 
involved. 
The entire project will in­ 
volve many millions of dollars. 
San Francisco has a water front 
that is owned and operated by the 
public. Title to the property is in the 
state of California and harbor affairs 
are administered by a board of three 
harbor commissioners. 
The city at present has 15 miles of 
berthing 
space 
for 
vessels, 
with 
5,000,000 square feet v#f cargo area. 
The new facilities are intended to in­ 
crease the harbor space to more than 
double and to provide a vast number 
of potential factory sites

Ergot poisoning is a menace this 
year. according to <\ T 
Gregory of 
the Purdue extension department, and 
the warning he gives might be well 
worth 
some consideration from th** 
farmer who is intending to feed rye 
to any kind of fnrm animala. 
Mr. Gregory points out that ergot is 
easily recognized, and may be seen as 
• •he drives along the road. 
It looks 
like large beetles or flies on the heads 
of the grrfin, but on close examination 
these prove to be hard blade growths;, 
developed where the seed should be. 
If these are fed to cattle, they cause 
ii contraction thnt may result In abor­ 
tion, but It Is not necessary to feed the 
poison even when It Is present.

Gregory shows that a fanning mill will 
Mire out the ergot, .as the formations 
of the disease are largo and relatively 
light.
